A Proclamation concerning the late plantations, &c.

Hereas the Kings moſt excellent Majeſtie, being juſtly and 


legally entitled vnto ſundꝛy lands, tenements, and hereditaments 

as eſcheated, in the ſeuerall counties of Leytiim, the Rings coun- 
tie. the Queenes countie Weſt⸗meath, Longfozd, + Ely o Carroll, 
hath, out ot his bountie and gracious reſpect aſwel to the Natines 
l that were foꝛmer poſſeſſoꝛs ot᷑ the pꝛemiſſes, as to diuers others 
that haue vndertaken to build & plant vpon the ſame, gracioufly 
deſigned the ſaid lands, ſome part thereof to ſuch vndertakers, and 
the reſidue tothe ſaid Natiues againe: And to that end and pur⸗ 
2 poſe hath cauſed ſeuerall allotments and diſtributions to be made 

of the ſame to and amongſt the ſaid Natines # Undertakers, and 

that foꝛ ſmall fines + eaſie rents to be payd by the ſaid vndertakers, and vpon ſmall rents and 
no fines at all to be payd by the ſaid natiues, to the intent they might be encouraged to pꝛoceed 

with the greater alacritie in the ſetling of the ſaidplantations. And whereas diucrs of the ſaid 

vndertakers ⁊ natiues, neglecting (as it ſhould ſeeme) his Maieſt. ſaid gracious offer. haue o⸗ 
uccd hitherto to paſſe any Grants oꝛ take foꝛth any Particulars of their ſcuerall pꝛopoꝛti⸗ 
ons, it being long ſince that the Surueyoꝛs bookes were made vp and each mans ſeuerall pꝛo⸗ 
poꝛtion laid foꝛth and allotted vnto hun, And yet notw:thſtanving ſome of them haue entred 
into their ſatd pꝛopoꝛtions, and others that haue paſſed their Patents, haue left vaſatiſfied 
aſwell the admealurement money as other fees and charges concerning the ſaid plantations, 
due vpon them, And ſome others to whom pꝛopoꝛtions are aſſigned accozding to his Mateſt, 
inſtructions do not only continue their foziner holdings. without paſſing any patent. but ſome 
of thein do enter vpon other parcels without warrant.oꝛ paimẽt of any fine oz rent to his Ma⸗ 
ieſtie; which greatly tends to the hinder ante or his Maieſt. ſeruice. and doe much incumber the 
good pꝛoceedings of tye ſaid plantatiou. Foꝛ redꝛeſſe whereof, theſe are in his M aieſt. Name 
ſtraightly to charge and command that all and euery perſon and perſons of what degree 02 
qualit e ſocuer.thathaue any pꝛopoꝛtions aſſigned them in any of the ſaid plantations . haue 
not as yet paſſed their Patt. ſhall paſſe their patents, actoꝛding to their aſſigements, within foꝛ⸗ 
tie dayes next after the publiſhing of this Pꝛoclamation. And they and the reſt that haue pal⸗ 
ſed their patt. to pay his Maieſt. fine, the admealurement money .and all other charges due up⸗ 
on them foꝛ their ſaid pꝛopoꝛtions within the ſaid time, vpon pame that he oz they which ſhall 
not paſſe his patent wityinthe time befo2e limitted. that his oz their pꝛopoꝛtions of land ſo fay- 
ling. hall unmediatly after the ſaid foꝛty dayes . be ſeiſed into His Majeſt. hands. and they oꝛ a- 
ny of them ſo fayling to haue no fruit noꝛ benefite of His Maicſt.gracious pꝛomiſe and aſſign⸗ 
ment in that behalfe foꝛmerly made vnto them, but the ſaid lands to be diſpoſed of wholly at 
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His Maieſt will and pleaſure. And where any fine oꝛ rents to His Mateſtie, oꝛ admeaſure- 


ment money koꝛ any lands. paſſed by Lett. patt.ſhall be behinde and vnpayd at the end of the 
ſaid foꝛty dayes,by any perſon oz perſons vpon whom the ſame ſhall. be due and chargcable, 
acco2ding to their ſcuerall aſſignemtnts, that the ſaid monies ſo due and owing as afo:eſatd, 
(hall be leuied of the lands, goods. oꝛ chattels ol the perſons ſo owing the ſame.oꝛ elſe their ſeue⸗ 
rall lands reſpectiuely allotted,to be ſeiſed and deteyned to is Mateſt. vſe. vntill the ſad debts 
ſhall be ſatiſtied andpayd, at His Maieſt. election. 

And thele are further in His Mateſties Name — — to charge and command, that no 
maner of perſon oꝛ perſons,of what quality oz degree ſoeuer.ſhallpzeſume, vpon any petence 
whatſoeuer,from hencefozth to interrupt the poſſeſſion of any perſon oz perſons of oꝛ in any 
lands,02 tenemenes, allotted oꝛ aſſigned vnto him oz them within the ſaid ſeuerall plantati⸗ 
ons, vpon paine that the party ſo offending.ſhalbelyable to ſuch puniſhment as is fit tobe m⸗ 
flicted vpon the wilfull bzeaktrs and coutemuersof his Maieſt. royall commandement.Gtuen 
at his Maieſttes Caſtle of Dublin the xxitij. day of Auguſt, : 6 2 2.
